WHEREAS, international students who have studied in Hawaii return home to be positive change agents for their
own countries; and

WHEREAS, for the 19th consecutive year, the U.S. Department of State and the U.S. Department of Education
jointly celebrate International Education Week from November 13-17, 2017;

THEREFORE I, DAVID Y. IGE, Governor, and I, SHAN S. TSUTSUI, Lieutenant Governor of the State of Hawai’i,
do hereby proclaim November 16, 2017 as
